Be then of god comkoꝛt, and in aflurance of Perhcles leyaltp, let 
no fcar diſqufet pour ſences, 02 impare pour health, fc2 things

Ail tsfs witle Helion was meditating how to haſten the mar, 
riage ; bat moſt of all to find the cauſe of Conftantiaes diſcontent 
which he thought was agravated againſt him, by ſome gad con- 
teit which the had lately entertained ol ſome other then himſelf, 
which made him pꝛoſecute the ſame with moꝛe fervency,vealing

Piera nhube Conſtantiaes effate known to Deloratus, who ſs 
kar as he dard, preſwavned her Father net to confratn her to mas 
ry the Plate; Bat lach wtlfuin:ls poſſeſt him, that the mo2e 
they intreated him, the moze contrarfous hs was, and therekoze 
appotnted the day koz the Parriege to be within two moneths, 
and deſiring the Bing of Arabiaes cenſent, he ſent Ambaſſadozs 
to tbat eff. g. 

Piera hearing thts, pꝛeſently ſent Peflengers into Afſyria, te 
certific Perſicles of all that had hapned; and withall wit a let. 
ter which contained the Whole lun of Conftantiaes conſent to 
his Lobe; Who wtrh all diligence haltned until they ar ives there, 
being pꝛeſently conducted into bis pꝛelence: Akter he had mog 
kindly embzaced them, he demended how Piera dio, and what 
Meſlage they had bꝛought from her « Whereupon they delivered 
the Wetters they had brought; Which when 5: h'd reap, he 
commanded the Knights to ofvgthe 93efſeiteers Yoncurable cn- 
tertainment, and departed to bis Tent ; one way ſo much com, 
kozted, and another way fo dep treubled, that bc fate dobon in a 
fudy, not knowing what to reſolve upon. 

M hen he had a long [pace meditated with what contrartettes 
bis Foꝛtunes were croſt the danger his Com try was in, how 
ltkely he was to loſe Conftantia, and how difficult to attempt 
her pofſefſfon,and gany others; at laff he thought is lite ſhould 
be nothing without her love; and therekoze he faliy cc ſol ved to 
baz ard the ſams to attain tt; bat ft le med anpefAtble which wap 
to accompliſh the ſame : Fo2 firſt the Armenians war ha zarded 
dis Kingdom, whom he ceuld not ſuddenly expel: Ae xt, to at- 
tempt to win her by fozce, that could not be,fo2 the Perſian was 
to mighty: Laftly,velap mightibzied a gzeater miſchief then all 
7 reſt ; then talling unto him two of his chiefef® Nobles, the 

e named Parenus a wiſe Connſelloz ; the other Thrureus a 


noble Warrter, he attered bis mind to them, ſaying; A habe 
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rent toꝛ voa, as the men J moſt reſpea and trulʒ being deter min⸗ 
ed tocomintt to your charge the Government cf mp Kingdom, 
fo; that witghty bufncls, and ſuch as conceri:s mp everlaſting 
velkare, wilt fo2 a ſeaſon wirhdraw eme: Aue fo2 that J am 
fallv aCa;cd of your leyalty, J Wii: ale no rxgoztatton to per» 
twade you thereto bat eder the lame tn this ſo2t ; Thrureus re⸗ 
ſcinbltng me much, both in p2opoztion and ccantenance, ſhall in 
my abſence take my rom, whom tys people will «fluredviy take 
to be my (elf, and lo gove:in them with moze ealc; and you Pare- 
nus by pour wiſdom oꝛder all things accozding thereto. Thus 
vou know m mind, which I doubt not but pou will accomplith 
in edery relpea actoꝛding to my deſire. They firſt intreated him 
not to depart; bat when they ſaw nothing could pꝛevail, they 
ſcwoꝛe they waald fatthfally execute what he bad given them in 
cyaroczand likewiſe told them that he would depart within the 


days, which be deferred ſo long, by reaſon the ſetend day the Ar⸗ 


menians and Aſſyrians Gould ret : Having ended his confe- 
rence with them, he returned to the Pelleugers that came from 
Perſia, lending Letters iv Piera, Which gabe her knowledge that 
he ould be there {abdenty, 

The p2cfived day fo2 the Battle was'now come, and both At- 
mics met, bet wixt whom there was a terrible fight, and many 
thouſands on both ſides flafn ; The Armenians grò dy ot their 
Encmicsoverth2owu, followed them ſo cegerlp, that they began 
to ſound a Retreat: Perficlesſ&tiigtiat; left the place ot᷑ his 
Government, and with his Lance ready couched,met an Arme- 
nian Dake ſo fall that he pierced the ſame quite thꝛeugh his bo⸗ 
dy, then drawing bis @wozd, with the ſame he flew the next; 
and after him wounded others; that within a while he made ſuch 
daughter amongſt them, that he avoided the place cf bis ſight, 
aud thought themſelves bei that were furtheft cf him, Thus va⸗ 
louroully did ye pucſue them, till ye was anawares in the mioſt 
ok their Army; which adbant age the King ot Armenia eſpyed and 


thinking his life within his power, ran at him with a Lance, 


pointed with ſterl, but it miſt bim; and Perſicles ſæing him met 
ſo fall with the Pomel of his © wozd againſt his bzeaff,that had 
not his Steed yielded, he had bꝛoken his back; with that the Ar- 


menians Aſatied him round about with ſach unequall odds, be. 
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ing a multitude to one that ſomettmes they were thrul ſo near 
upon him in the th2ung, that they ſwayed him up and down;thoſe 
that came next him dyed by his S wozd, their dead bodfes fallfng 
own bet ween his St@vs legs, which made bim lap about with 
ſach fury, that he ſon made them gibe wap. In the meat time, 
wbil'> the moſt part of the Battle were bent to doſtrop him, the 
Aſſyrians had made ſuch a laughter amongſt the Dat- wings of 
the Army, that mot of them were flain, and the reffled, Thru- 
reus fearing Perficles harm,fo2 that he miſſed him, with his fol - 
lowers ſon foun® him out, and by that means reſcued him front 
the multttade, who hadunhozſed him, being conffratned to fight 
on ft, being ſcarce able to with-hold himſelt from ſtambl ing on 
the dead Carkaſſes of thoſe whom he had lain. Thrureus ſan 
got himſelt remounted, and then both of them purſaed their enc- 
mtes ſo ficrcely, that they began to flie, and had not the day then 
ended, they had all ben deſtroyed, which cauſed Perſicles to ſound 
a Retreat, and betake him to his Went, having that day dong 
ſach deds at Arms, as made both his own Subjcas, and the Ar- 
menians admire htm. 

Early the next mozning wozd was bought him, that bis enc- 
mies were all fled,and not any of them to be found in the Camp, 
having left all their Riches behind them; which much re jopted 
Perſicles te hear, fo2 that they ſhould be no hindzante to his 
journey, and commanded bis Doaldfers to take the ſpofl , and 
bury the dead: and becauſe he had recefved never a Poztal 
wound, he determined the next day to depart, whfch he acquainf » 
ed Parenns and Thrureus wfthall , requeſting them not to dif. 
tober his abſence till his return. 

Having oꝛdered ebery thing acco2ding to his mind, the next 
mo2ntng he departed, atty2tng bfmſtif ifke a Palmer, with a 
ſtatt in his hand, which diſguiſe ſhadowed him from knowledge, 
that be paſt his own Court Gates undeſcrted, which aſſured him, 
that if his own Subjects and Servants knew him not, mach leſs 


would ftrangers, that he paſſed withont fear of being diſcober- 


ed. In this ſoꝛt did he travel, thinking tt no pennarce to txke 
patus to find out his Love, untfll he arrived fn Perſia, yet not 
knowing which lay to accompliſh his intent, o2 come toſpech

fn, who ler ing the Pzince,did him humble reverence; be alſo ſas 
lating them with great conrteſts ; and when he had axed there 
molt part of the day in pꝛivate confercnce with his Love, he de⸗ 
parted, the next day repatring thither again, which he did likc- 
wiſe fo many dayes after. 

In the end he gꝛew to ſuch extremity of paſſion, that he told 
Selia he would marrp her, and withall made her Parents ac⸗ 
quainted there with, who willingly gabe their conſents thereto ; 
and by this means he enjoyed her company at all time, acco2v. 
ing to bis deſire, | 

Jn thts ſo2t did he viſtt her many dapes, doting ercedingly 
on his Country Selia, thinking no Lady in the Court compa« 
rable unto her, and alſo dfembling exceding n2fef fo2 Conſtan- 
tia, that the Emperoz bighly commended hts conſtancy, eſtœ m- 
ing him the moe koz not altering his mind. Mtthin few dayes 
news was b;ought to the Perſian Court, that the King of Ara- 
bia was very ſick, whtch cauſed Helion te deſire the Emperoꝛ of 
Perfaes conſent te his departure, which he g2anted, having firff 
received his faithful Dath to marrp Conſtantia, which he ſwoze 
to perfozm at his return.

bought you news of. 

At my coming inte Aſſyria, A paft many miles befoze I formy 
an Aſſyrian to converſe withal; fe the Towns and UtUageg 
which bcfoze were compleat with ſteze of inhabitants, were now 
conſumed with fire, and not a houſe ſtanding alone bat was ſpot, 
ted, and the people from their dwellings fled away, which canſed 
me to make the moze hafts, hoping that all was net deffroped : 
and coming moꝛs near the Court, In my wap J found the bodies 
of the Aﬀyrians lying dead, and frewsd upon the earth, as it ſome 
Battle had ben latoly fought in that place, thoſe which lay dent 
ſxming to have fled to ſave their libcs, . 

And the farther J pa, the moze ths number encreaſed, which 
J foFowed ſo long, that J was perſwaded thoſe that deftroped 
them were not far eff, bat yet went ſo far bcfoze me, that J could

come, bat J eſpyed an Aſſyrian gricvouſly wounded, to whom 
I drew nigh, and ſon knew him to be Parenus, and diſcovering 
my ſelf to htm, defired him to tell me what Treaſon bad bzonght 
bim to that dangerous effate, with that be knowing me, laid; 

Piſor, (nch miſery is befallen tous Aflyrians,that;we hall be a 
rep;oach and ſcandal to all the Wozld, which J would repeat, 
bat befoze I can make an end, Death will &op my ſp&ch;there» 
toꝛe tell me how my Lady Piera fareth.

continuing ſe babe a Combat between them both, ns fs not te 
be deſcribed. 

By this time the cry began on the otbcrfide with ſuch a'hiaf, 
vas notſe that Palians heart was affrightcd therewith, f deken⸗ 
ded himſelf as it a fender Ponth had held cnccunter with a 
great Gyant, and began to ſounda Retreat,hafting to the City 
with all ſped ; which could not be atceunttd a Retire, but ra- 
ther an abfolute flight, fo2 it was done with ſach halle, as it they 
had been all amazed. 

The day being thus ended (tothe terrour cf enc, and confozt 
of the other) the Perſians retired as NMigozs, and the. Armeni-

to revolt, and denyed to ald him efther with men oz money, that 
be was tenſtrained to ke p himfelf within the City walls, net 
ſaEering any to (Cue ont,oz daring fud@d to do it, they wers ſo 
trtaly betcaed by their Enemy. When they had well ccnffder« 
ed their Estates, and the Piſery they were likely fo fall inte, 
concluded to ſend into Armenia to tell the King, whichAlcheſus 
and one Mutellus, two Knights of great Ualour, under tak the 
next night to perfozm, 

Montelion being at his Tent, determining to repoſe bimtelt, 
pct feeling no deſtre to lp, called foz The Chronicles of the 
Wars of Antiochus King of Syria, and [pending ſome hours in 
reading that Yiſtozy, bis Elqutre being gone to bed, abeut the 
dead time ok the night he heard the neigbing of a Yozſe,as it ſ&s 
med to him without the City, then reading, and again ſtaping to 
lifen z his mind being dome what troubled (being Cill in his 
Armour )he afrved dis S woꝛd to his de, determining himſelf 
to walk the Rounds,to-ſ\& how diligent the watch was kept; 
whom he kund fleping as ſoundly, as ff they had been in their 
beds, marvell ing much at their droufineſs, but mach moze at 
thetr carelcſneſs ; he went from place to plate nat minding that 
night to fl&ep,bat to watch foz them all. Þs had not long taped, 
but he eſpyed t wo in armour, with yalty eps. paUTing though tho

admtratien of his Walilynr that they eũ te med him their only de. 
lente 3nd ſafety, inloͤmuch that whereler ber he went, the tyes 
cf multitudes followed him deing much delighted f: beheld him. 
The pitener deffred the King to appoſnt his Ranſom, bat be 
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committed that to Montelion, who aftcr he hav honcurably fea»

Ontelion that night elected out ct his own follet« 
ers twenty knights, ſuch as he cſtee me d moſt vali. 
ant, telling them he had a matter of creat danger 
and ſecreſic tocomplot, which might be a meancs 


faithfally joyn with him, Which thep all bowed to accomplich, 
and follow him, though ft were to their deaths. Arm vou {ben 
(ſafd he) in Armenian Armour, of which you habe choice, "and 
come to me at midnight. : 

The ianigbts being all come accozding to the appointed time 
he departed with them th2ough the Camp fo the City Gate, 
and there he knocked, but ſcarce ſo loud that the Poztcr could 
bear him, who coming to the B1ttlements , demanded who it 
es J am (queth he) Altheſus and other Armenians, as tf. 
thou mayelt know by our Armonr, and bzing god news, there- 
foze open the Gates; leaſt by delay we are betraped, fo: he are 


unbolted the Gates. Montelion was no ſaner entred, but hr 
flew the Poꝛter, entring the Ledge, and fell upon the Match 
that lay leping, killing moſt of them befoze they a waked.

-ul their own tellows, by which means Monteliens Knights ( who 
ich, by a pꝛibate mark knew one another ) made ſach a flaugter a- 
ben mongſt them, that all the flo did ſwim with blos: Some made 
and means to fite out at the back az, but as they ſtepped out they 
met death, be that folowed not knowing bim that went befo2e 
time Ito be ſlatn, and had all come that wap, they would one by one 
date, babe ben deſtroyed, that in the end by Montelions bal our, there 
only was not one left alive,

e ae toz ments. Montelion had ſcarce made at: end of his ſpœeches 
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is heard the cechv of a great out-cry loltette his ears; fe 
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occafion was this: Alter Mont elion was departed his tent, hia 
Eſqutre kollowing him, and le ing him enter the City with fo 
few in his company, ran back with all ſped and told the King 
what he had ſer, who fearing that raſh attempt might endan. 
ger his life, and hearing that he had cotten entrance into the 
City, armed himſelf, calling up Deloratus, Piſor, Oſimus, Co- 
chanes,and all the reſt ef his chfef Commanders of the Armp, 
with the cheyſc ſt of their Bands, to the number of twenty thou- 
ſand, and marched to the City Gates, which they found wipe 
open, and being entred, and by ſeverall Companies diſperſt inte 
every co2ner cf the ſtræts, pꝛelently on eberp ſide they gabe an 
Allarum, which ſounded fo terrible to the ears of all the Arme; 
nians,that like men bereft of their ſences, they ran up and down 
to their own difrugion, There did Deloratus fill bis hands 
with laughter,and Piſor with craelfy revenge his with-holden 
Itbertp; there did Cothanes and Oſimus with many thouſands 
colour pale Death with red; and there did the King triumph 


over bis Foes, his conquering \wozd wezking their deaths, that 


the City Channels ran with goze bloed, and their haſty ſteps in- 
tercepted by Heaps of men that lay dead on the ground, then be⸗ 
gan ſuch an out crp as would habe frfchted the ſences et᷑ the moſt 
valiant ; Old men hiding their Peads in their Youles, ths Mo⸗ 
men with their Children crying, wzinging their Yands, and 
making great lamentation; the euldters ready to kill ene an. 
other, net knowing whom to c fend, being fgnozant in the begin 
ning of this Tragedy. | 

The Ceunſellozs, and ſuch as late in Seat of Juſtice, with 
all haffe went to the Caſtle wherein Falian was; where at theit 
firſt entrance they found What ſav ſpcaacles of PÞo2ro2 4 Dread 
bad already entced there, layfng open paſſace to Death.

At 1aft he came to the Abbcy, wherein the greateft part of the 
Enemy lay, in a large field, encempafled within the Man, 
wheretnto the King with the thouſand Bouldters were bekoze 
entred,making lach a flaughter,as would have grit ved the heart 
of any beholder, 

Montelion being alone , thought now oz never to make tryal 
of his valeur, though being on Fot, yet rulbing amongſt the 
thickeſt ef his Enemtes, who le ing him in that Armour, thought 
be had rather ben one of their chick Commanders then a Foe, 
who krantick with a fright, laughtered them, becauſe they were 
flow to to ki their Enemtes; which when be pcrcefved,he cry⸗ 
ed unto them, Uttlatns, Traytoꝛs, Cowards, why ro pou fhun 
me - I am pour Enemy, a Perſian, and come to deffrop pon; 
notwfthſtan»ing his ſpeches,by reaſon they had no time to con. 
ftdcr what to do, they fl fled from him, not ſo much with the 
thought of what he was, as with fear to come near him, koʒ none 
tame within his compaſs but he dyed ; ſo that where be fought 
Death triumpbed, and by reaſon of their flight, bis hafty blowes 
were ſpent tn vain. 

The Hing and Deloratus being nfgb, fwd and beheld him with 
admtratton, wondring who ft was ( that they thought ) with 
ach fury fought agatnft bimſelt, unt il he eſpyed them, by his ſyte⸗ 
ches gibing them notice who he was, Yaving found him they 
deſired, they followed their @nemfes with cruel defiragion, the 
bztgyt day incloſing the bloody ac of that night, which appeared 
befo2e them with ſuch a grim Aſpect, that it made terreur ſ@m 
terrible, and befoze many hours of the dap were ſpent, the Arme. 
nians were utterly deſtroyed. 

The Ring gave a ſtria D2der koꝛ vfligent ſearch to be made 
thꝛongh all the City, and if they ound any Rebels to pat them 
to the ſwe3d; which done, he commanded the dead carkaſſes to 
be carries in Carts out ot the City, which were ſo-many,as that 
they had mach todo to perfo2m ft fn a dapes time: when he had 
done thts, he gave the Tpofl of the enemies Tents and Mentes 
unto the Perfian Senldfers, and alſo gave commandement that 


all the Women, Children, old men, and Ampetent people, 
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ſ<:uld be bzought into the City, and every ene poſſeſs his own 
Hauſe herein he dwelled beteze : This being perfozmed, and 
fo2 that day e3der being taken fo2 the wounded ; the @onldfers 
enrfchcd with ſpoil, the Citizens at quiet in their Boaſes, dilt+ 
gent Watch let at each Gate, and a frong Guard within the 
Tents,fo2 that it drew to night, and their labour required eaſe, 
after mach jop, thep betak theiſelbes to thrfrreff, 

Early the next moznfng they fozſak their Pabilians, and ap 
pointed certain Stoats to watch about the boꝛders of the Coun, 
try foꝛ the 2pp2oach of the King of Armenia, which they all ſup. 
poſed twwenld be very ſhoztly, fo it was now two mencths lince 
Altheſus departed, | 

By that time the day was aged the ſpace cf the hens, the 
inhabitants of Aſſyria that had [{bcd under the ſubjectien cf. the 
Armenians, hearing of Palians Dvertb2ow, and be inę 2Mured of 
Perſicles ſafet ( which befezy they world net believe ) cv me in 
multitudeg to ſubmit themſeltes unte the tr lat᷑tful Bing, who 
re jeyc ing thereat, had them fra ſign et their obedferce arm theme 
ſelves and return to thefr on Pouſes, and dellroped all the Ar- 
menians that inkabfted the Land of Aſſyria, not ſuſfering, Pan, 
Women, oꝛ Child te itve. 


It was a wonder to bebold with what greepineſs tbe Pult(- - 


fades bent themſcivcs to theft Enemies deftrugfen , every one 
thinking to be fozmoſt, and he that was lat, thinking himſelf 
happy it he could eraſp a Swoꝛd te ſ&k his own liberty: which 
tber r ſteged wit hin thꝛee dapes, that there was kot ery cf the 
Armenians Pr: getty left. | 
If thep found an Aﬀyrian Wor:an married to an Armenian 
Man, botd ſhe and al her Children dyed; and ff they found a 
woman with child, oꝛ having any Children, that ſhe could not 
few an Aſſyrian was the Father cf them, they. bad act them 
ben flafn, 5 .

colleg<d a mighty Band of Perſians t Aſſyrians to met htm, that 
this was likely to p2ove the hotteſt battle that ever was fought 
tn that part of the wo2ld.

med me, and courteoully let me go; therefore | beſeech your 
withdraw your Forces, and offer no wrong to Perficles, who ne- 
ver offended youzthe Kingdom of Armenia is as good as Ah ria, 
and better; and it is better to enjoy that with quiet, then both 
that and this with diſcontent; if not for that, yet for this, I 
h imbly intreat you to conclude a peace with Perſicles for your 
own lafety, for his power is too mighty to be ſubdued by theſe 
ſmall Forces you have brought: he is now allyed to the Perfiax 
who is yet no enemy,but wholly your friend ; but if theſe wars 
continue long, he will prove your mortal Foe; if you go for- 
wards,| muſt ftay belad,for it were a great diſhonour for me 
to fight againſt him that hath ſo honourably ſer me at liberty; 
if you ſhould be overcome, how much would it endanger your 
life? and if your life were in danger, do you think we could et- 
cape ? beſides I will ſubmit my (elf into the hands o your ene- 
mies, or rather ſpill my own blood before your face, then live 
to ſee ſo diſmal a day as that will prove;thereforeT humbly de- 
fire you to conclude a peace. 

Tze king heard out his ſpeeches with ſilent vexattons, being 
ſo inwardly enraged, and witb deſtre of thirſting after revenge, 
that his heart was ready to burſt with malfce ; but at laſt being

know her name. Obe ts (ſafd they) Daughter to Amphiador 
Duke ol Ha, her name is Philotheta: fo2 Beauty, Uertue, Po- 
deſty, Shape, courteſtr, Humtlity, Tompe rance, Chaſtity, and 
wildom, not to be cquules, t herefoꝛe the moꝛe to be pityed, and 
ſaccoured in diſtrels; we are poſting back to bzing this heaby 
news unte the Court, and wohtl 't we ay here the runs in lur⸗ 
ther danger. Which-wap went they (ſaid he) direaly by the 
wan we came ( quoth they) whom we would have followed fur- 
ther, but that we dart not beneure ober the Riber alter them; 
with that Montelion returned back, declaring to Perfcles hat 
be bad heard. If repozt lye not { ſafd Perſicles) the Dam3els 
have not flatte: ingly pzatſed her, 4 habe befoze this heard ot᷑ her, 
¶T on both of them hated to follow ber, but paſſed the riber with 
mach dar ger ol drowning.Uhen thep had rode t wo hears; they 
met with a Coayntry [wain, running fo2 ward ſo fearfully as ff 
be had ben purſued Fellow ( ſad Perficles) what atleſt thou - 
O Sir ( quoth be) J met with thzrx of the hageſt men that ever 
I bcheld in my 1ife;,carryinga Lady that made great lamenta⸗ 
tion. e ring this, they poſted dawn the way that wag beaten 
plain;at laſt the ſame parted into two wapes, and being donbt« 
fal:whicb of them to take,th:p concluded to part, imbaat ing each 
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band, and Montelion on the left, On whoſe ſeveral adventures 
ſtr auge accivents betell. 

Perſicles rode on With great ſwiltnels, not once ſetting eye on 
them, toꝛ that way they went not: therefoze he ſpend much laboz 
in vain, until it grew to night, and then he thought it in vain to 
ſ&k them, but wandred abott ts f ſome condentent place te 
ret in, bat he ceuld not,foz thoſe Defarts were not inhabited.

Perficles wondred to dear His ſpech , little thinking he could 
perfozm what be pzomifed, but yet determining to try him, and 
befirons cf comfozt, be intreated him to piecteb, fo2 de was de- 
firons to hear his diſcourſe. Sir, (ſaid the Hermit:) my name in 
my flouriſhing eſtate was called Delatas, my Dignitie and Duke- 
dom of Ila, hich I enjoyed many years in great quiet, being

ie alwayes admitted him into fler company, hd uſed 
miliarly, thar fhe mage hin privy toull her coun{els 
anding all chis, he not ſhow love to her, ſeeing 
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indeed her vertue to be ſuch, that he did think it impoſſible to 

attain it; thinking it better to live in ſilence, and enjoy her 
company, then by uttering his affection to be deprived of all 
comfort Upon a time (as he did) there arived at my Caftle a- 
nother Knight, named Palleſis, who in the fame manger as. he 
had done, ſurfeited on Alſalaes beauty, and was admitted to 
mine and Ampbiadors company, both eſteeming well of him for 
many honourable qualities that he was endued withall ; he as 
little ſuſpecting Ampbiadors love as he did his, nor I; nor Alſa/a 
once thinking any ſuch matter, for that our kindneſs bred in us 
ſuch familiarity,as many paſſionate and amorous actions might 
be acted, and yet no way ſuſpected.

vercnt uſage, wiſhing it were dap that he might rever ge their 
diflopalty, They had not lain long, but ärſt one, and then ans. 
ther kel fat a ſlee y, which he knew by their knoꝛt ing, thin king it 
no dilcredit to laughter ſuch Pilcreants that deifghted in no 
Kknightly action.bat in weng ang oppꝛeſfien: and drawing nter 
unts them Philetheta eſpied ht by reaſon of his white ar · 
mour knew eim, defirons ſhe wag*to ſpeak to him, but being 


ecartul to awake her Ne per with⸗ held ber, and pet the knew the 


care of her afright hindred him from revenge: at laſt ſo bol dl 
as ſhe darlt the liftcd up her Hand 4 beekned Montelion to her, 
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and point ing to the Ot ant. : anderſtanding ber meaning, thꝛuſt 
bis ed Doꝛd into him tgat bad ber folded in his arms, who ftrt- 
bing with the pang ſhe had the Iltberty to leap from him, roaring 
toꝛt ij ſ-ich a groan as all the wod ſounded there with, and bis fel, 
low befng half amazed, ſcarted up ready to run awap, but Mon- 
telions S wozd overtok his hinder moſt Legge, at one blow he 
cut iu ſarder the line ws, and he fell down, holding up bis bands 
fo2 mercy, bat with the next blow he pierced his bꝛains, ſo that 
he dyed a4noft miſerable death. 

Te other had received no moꝛtal wound, koz the point of his 
£ wozd lighting upon one of his Ribs, was ſtaped from ending 
his like, who whflf Montelion was flaugbtering the other, bao 
recovered his gaf,viiotng a full blow atMontelion who by god 
koztune and Philothetaes (þ2ick turned about, and eſpping the 
ſame coming bzoke haif the fo2ce, and running in with al, ran 
bis S woꝛd quite up his body, but with the bzuiſe he recefved ten 
down himſelf in a trance. 

Philotheta thinking he had ben dead, run to him with ſped, 
friving with her tender hands to unbuckle his beaver and un⸗ 


late his Helmet to give him breath; which though long, pet at 


laſt che attafned, but ſeefng him bereft of bis ſences. her lamen- 
tations were ſach as would have tarned Revenge tinto remo2ſe 
and th:ſe ſenceleſs Trees fnto pfty;and the Birds hearing her, 
moan, left off their ſweet notes to liſten to her ourntul plainte, 
which che began after this manner: Aye me, what win now be⸗ 
come of me - how ſhall J eſcape farther mfſerye here J am left 
alone ready to be devoured of wilde be iſts; pet what ned J 
fear any miſebtef, when ſo great mfſery fs betaln me, as greater 
cannot be. Mer laments conduced the ſteps of an aged Hermit 
that dwelt fn th:ſe wads,ts the place where the lay wer ping o- 
ver Montelion and being half affetghted, ſatd; It thou art a man 


' pityme, help me to revite this Knight; ff thou beff a Ghoſt, 


think net to affrigbt me loꝛ J am already full of fear; and it thou 
beſt neither, then tel me what thou art.Damſel(ſafd be fear not 


koꝛ J ama lfvfng ereatare as thou art, J pfty thy diffreſs, and 


wel do my beſt to help vou: and kneling down by Montelion, 
rubbing bis chæks, ind laying his hand upon his bzeſt, felt tome 
ſign of life tn him.ſeking fo an herb, which peſently he found, 
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be bzaiſed the ſame, letting the juice fall into his noſizils, with 
the vertae whereof his vital ſcxſes returned to their fezmer op-. 
perat tons, and his eyes recetbed their ght. WMith that, raffing 
btmſeif upon his arm, he lald; J percetve J have trcabled you, 
and (as it were half aſhamed of himſcif) he defired her not to be 
diſqutetcd at his migfoztunes, Philothetraes heart rejoyccd to ſæ 
bim revived, not ſo well knowing what toſay now he was revi- 
ved, as when he was in his trance:but her vertue and his deſort 
conftcatntng her, the could do no leſs then utter theſe ſpeches, 
er knight, your courteſie being ſo far beyond mp deſert, bindeth 
me to pit id rot thanks, and thanks ts an unſufffcfent requitall 
foz pour pains: Altzengh Akne w pou not, noz never ſaw you un- 
tfll this dap, vet pour valcar and courteſte in delivering me from 
captivity,hith bound me to become gratetul, and deſerveth moze 
recompence then J am able to yfeld. Lad (ſato Montelion) the 
Heavens have :Nifted yea, not my bal our, which Jbave attempt⸗ 
ted bolt hout expedat ten of recompence ; It you think well ol mp 
pains, it is all the reward J crave. - 

The old Hermtt, perceiving ſome ſtrange aceident had bꝛeught 
them thither, deſired them (Montelion being very ſoze bzuiſed, 
and ſhe mach affrighted and diſquteted ) to accept of his Cell to 
repoſe in, unt i thep could take better ozder foz their ſafety, 
Montelion thanked him, ſaying, he was pleaſed, ſo it liked the 
Lady: with that thep began to go; but Montelion by reaſon of 
bla ſoꝛe bꝛulle, with mach ado could ſtand. The Yermit taking 
htm by the arm ſuppoꝛted him, whil 't he with artef that his mil. 
foztanes had b2onght bim to ſuch & low eſtate, ſatd; It i beſ@- 
meth pcuth to be ſuppoꝛzted by age, but no man can pꝛevent de- 
finy, Philotheta offered to lend him an arm, but he Tefired hor 
not to trouble ber ſelf, Sir(ſafd the Hermit ) retuſe not her cour⸗ 
teſte, fo2 in time of need it is not god to be to curious. Mith 
that (he lent him her arm, but he tok her hand, + that he thought 
as nuch baldneſs, as ft was a trouble, ſtribing againſt the weaks 
neſs he had recet bed by his bzuſe , to go upright ; ths likewiſe 
wondred that nature had wꝛought in her ſach a kamtltar reg rd 
towards him ſhe knew not; oftea accafng her ſelf of lightnels, 
and bluſhing when he graſped her tender hand, that with exc@ds 
ing fear,and fancies firfving — bis palm; thinking 2 
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ber ſe lt:nolo is my cſtate altered, that te dap was fre from care, 
now ſuddenly bzought to bondage, and from bondage to this dil. 
quiet, and all in a moment: J am now like one that am content 
with mtſery, and pet diſcentented with that content: J could 
with my ſelt from hence, and pet were J gone, J ſhould wiſh mp 
ſcif here again, becauſe J deſire this Knights welfarr, and pet 
me thfi.ks J chould net be ta familfar, and pet J know he hath 
deſcrved noze ceurteſie then I tan pꝛoffer. Pany ſuch theughts 
poſl.ſt her fancy, that and other things, fo; ber part ſhoztning 
the way to the Cell, where being arrived, the Yerintt gare Mon- 
telion à pot fon of commtred Dꝛuęs which comfozted him great- 
ip, ai d Philotheta a cup of Greekiſh wine, which ritited and 
quickned ber affeighted heart, There was no [fc ht in the Rom, 
thcrefo2e as pet neither of them had ſe&n cach ether: Montelion 
wiched the dap would appear that he might behold her beauty, 
and ſhe, that ſhe might bebold whether bis perlon were agree 
able to his pꝛoweſs; and the Hermit deſit ing to lee what gueſts 
be had entertained. Sœing them both ſilent, the one abſtafned 
fo2 gꝛief, the other fo2 modeſty, aftcr he had ſeated them on ſoft

Bit to rid t em doth out of their troubled thoughts, there 
entrid the Knights in green Armour, and without ſpeaking a 
woꝛd, t wo cf them tak Philotheta and handed her fozth of the 
Cell. Montelion ffarting up drew his [word, and followed to 
roſca9 her; but the third witheut ſpeaking truck at him, wherc= 
with he began a crael tunbat: At laßt the green Knfoht ſald, 
thou frtiveſt in vain, ſhe is paſt recovery, Mith that Montelion 
loking about, ſaw them quite out ot his ſight, marteliing they 
could ſo-ſaddenly convey her thence, It thou wilt finde her

Which ſatd, he rode away ſo ſwiftly, that Mongelion dis think 


tt in dain to tollow him. By this time Amphiador and his com +;

JI p2ap pou delfver bim to me. The fellow denying bim, He 
frack him a god blow with his fiff, and overthzew him. Amphi- 
ador ſe ing that, ſald: What art thou, that ſo boldly ſtrikeſt mp 


Tervant ? Montelion being vered totth the loſs of Philatheta, an- 


ſwcred, J til not tell the, Amphiador being likewtſe ve xed at 
his ſconfulneſs,ſafd no mo2e but drew his lwoꝛd and truck at 
bim. Montelion thought to revenge ff, but ſuddenly gemembzed 
bimſeif, ſafd: Mert thou not Father to Philotheca, J Wouly 
make the repent thy ſelf, Amphiador heazing bim name Phi- 
lotheta, would have ſpoke to him again; but Montelion mount- 
ing his Stæd, rode away, 

The Hermit ſeing them at ſach varfance, came to Amphia- 
dor, atving bim knowledge of all that had hapned: But he 
thinking tt was ſome coloured excaſe ſeꝛ her eſcape, cauſed his 
ſervants to binde him, intending by toztures to make him con- 
feſs moꝛe then he could, Montelion remembzing himſelf, when 
he had rode a god wap, Yow ungzateful he had left his kinde 

Moſte the Permit, returned to give him thanks, which he had no 
ſoncr done, bat he eſpyed him Loand among Amphiador his 
men, which vert him ſo mach, that he drew his [wozd again, and 
ſet upon them, wounding ſome,and killing others, that there- 
with Amphiador th bis [wozd drawn ſtruck at him again. 
By Heaven (gd. Montelion ) ftrfke me the third time and thou 
dieſt. Not withſtanding his wozds, Amphiador vert fo2 the 
dcath of his S:rvants,ſtrack htm again; whereapon Montelion 
net onely defended h{mſelf, but offended him lo much, that he 
ſoze wounded him; and had not his ſervants with ſome of their 
lives bo2n off ſome blowes, he had ended his lite: but not with.

Damzels ettlred in moft rich Dznaments, with Garlands cf 
Roſes mixed with divers coloured Flowers upon their Pravs, 
ſome plaping upen Ynffruments, others having in their Þands 
a Bow, and at their back a Geaf of Arrows: Amongſt them 
there was thꝛe taller, moze beautifal, and richly adc2ned then 
the reft, wearing Crowns cf Palm ; amongft whom he eſpfey

They paſſed by him continuing their Pelody until they came 
wit hin their Pavilion: then two of them came fozth, laluting 
him with courtrous and gentle behavicur, leading bim to the 
Pabilion, unt ih he came to the place where they were an ſcatey, 
and the th2c& chtef in the midſt.

Shield agreeable thereto, with this Device thereon. A Knight 

kneeling, encompaſſed with Nymphs, Crowning him with a 

Wreath of Roſes, and underneath theſe woꝛds witten in Lets» 

ters of Gold, The Knight of the Oracle. The third pzoſented 

bim wich a rich @wozd, which be girded to his fide, another a 

pafr of Gantlets, anot ber a Plume, another a Spear, another 

a palr cf Dpurs, and every eue ſomething to e xpꝛelſs their kind 

neſs. Win he was thas ade zned, which made him meft beau⸗ 

tfful to bethold, c bery one of them gave him a courteous farewel, 
and departed again the ſame wap they came from the Gzobe. 
Then the Dam32l that bought him thither came to him and 
ſafd : Sfc Knfebt, The Ladies of this Oracle, pitying the hard 
Adventures pou are to undeztake, have beſtotred theſe Arms en 
vou, which ſhall oftentimes pꝛeſerve pour lite; and have Wonoa« 
red you ſo mach, as to chaſe pou fo2 ther Knight 3 they bave al- 
ſo appointed me to b2ing peu to the place where I found pou, 
thercfoze let us depart ; my ſelf will give ou a Yozſe, Whoſe e. 
qual foz gwdneſs cannot be had: which ſaid, ſhe led the wap, 
and he followed after, untill they came toa Caſtle,fnts which 
te Damzet entred, willing him to ſtay till ſhe returned, leading 
in ber Hand a Wozſe, black of colour, but of ſuch a godly p20» 

po2tion that his epcs neter beheld the like befoze, and meunting 

bimſelf,the Damzel ſafd to him: Knight of the Oracle, fare- 

well, pzoſper,and be foꝛtunate; which ſhe had no ſoner ſpoken, 

but pzeſently ſhe vaniches from his fight, befoze he could have 

reſpit to give her thanks fo2 her courteſte : being p2rtcd from 

her he entred tnto theſe Peditattons, which choztned the way 
as he rode along.

Mith that ſþe made faſt the doo? , and baſted unto Philotheta's 
Chamber, calling out aloud , Philotheta, Philotheta, let me in. 
Sbe being aſleep, was half amazed with the noiſe, not daring at 
FR the fin ſt o2 ſecond call to open the dooz: but when ſhe beard it was 
= - a womans boice, &8 opened tie ſame; which ſhe had no ſooner 
done, but Praxentia ſtept in, defiring her to mate it fait again;

whilſt Philothcea bewailed her ſozrow , often demanding the 
cauſe thereof. At laſt ſhe declared bow-Amphiador had uſed ber. 
O baſe Uillain ,, (ſaid Philothera) will the Fates ſuffer him to 
pꝛoceed thus, and not cut him off? ozcan we de viſe no means to 
aboid his intent? Lady ( quoth Praxentia) do but jopn with 
me, and you ſball ſoon fee that between us we wilt quickly be rid 
of him. O Lad, (ſaid Philotheta) N ſhoutd'think my elf 
the moſt happieſt woman living, and ſe eber honour you, if by 
Your counſel and help Jattain this felicity. Then (quorh ſbe) 
by ſome means oꝛ other convey bis wd into mp Chamber, and 
there hide pour felf till I come: in the mean time I will ſodeal 
with him, that be ſhalt come again to my Chamber, without 
ſuſpect of aur intent, wich meer dopes to attain my lobe and twben 
he is tome, I will ſo wozk with him, that either we will by cun⸗

- Eariy the next mozning Philocheta fetchr Praxencia*s apparel, 
and putting it on, the went down where Amphiador was: who 
eſpying ber, came ts ber, deſtring that ſhe would pardsn bis 1aſt 


nights boldneſs. Sfr,faid ſhe, J was diſquieted therewith moze 


then I needed , conſidering you meant me no bfolence , as pol 
pꝛoteſt: but it was great follytn you to come at ſo unſeaſonable 
a time, and not make the party acquainted. Pardon me, I bum- 
bly deſire you; and wit hal pity me, that am enſnared with pour 
beautp. 

Many ſuch ſpeeches be uſed , andthe counterſefted many fai- 
ned denials, which was intermingled with ſuch hope, that be 
perceived the would peild, and therefoze the moze heentreated, 
bowed and pꝛoteſted to win her conſent * which at laft,accozding 
to her appointment, ſhe granted; but with ſuch conditions as 
furthered the purpoſe of their intended rebenge. Me being joy; 
ful thereof, left her; and ſhe went to Philothera , declaring how 
ſbe had dealt with bim. 

When night appꝛoached, he walked abꝛoad to meditate cn bis 
enſuing pleaſure ; thinking by that time be returned they would 


be parted to their Lodgings. In the mean time Philotheta 


conbeped into the Chamber two Swords, teing all the weapons 
that were in the houſe, and hid her felf from. being ſeen.

I will then make the ſo faithful a pꝛomtſe, thas thou — =

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cy; thinking though bis bands were bound, he ſhould be good 
enough foz ber with bis leggs, granted it. Then ſhe took a Scarff 
which ſhe had bzought on purpoſe, and therewith bound his bands 
ſo ſaſt, that it was impoſſible foꝛ him to undo tbem; which done, 
Philothera ſtept fozth, delibering one of the Swoꝛds to Praxen- 
ria, and holding the other againſt his bꝛeaſt, ſaid, Now, Amphi- 
ador , What bath thy lewdneſs bought thee unto but miſery * 
thintzeſt thou, that had no mercy in ſeeking our diſþonour , to 
find remozſe in us to work retenge? Map, tillainous Trap⸗ 
toz , ſaid Praxentia, ſhculd we ſuffer fo bile a Piſcreant to live, 


we ſhould do a wictzed deed: ſoz a man of thy impious lite will 


inlet the whole wozld. Art thou fo treactercts that theucsteſt 
not what Laws thou biolateſt, and pet ſo ſimple as to be obei⸗ 
come by a woman ? Pet knew whom thou haſt offended, and to 
whom thou wouldeſt hate done violence: know, I ſay,Traproz, 
that mpname ts Praxentia, Daughter to the Empercur of Perla, 
that will wozk revenge upon thee, woztbp thy bainous act. Phi- 


lotheta marvelled when be beard ber name, and ke lay confoun- 


ded with ſhame, bis beart fainting with ſuch ſear, that with lit⸗ 
tie violence it wculd babe been orercome. To make bim moze 
ſure, one of them bound his feet, whilſt the otbsr ſtood ready to 
ſtab bim if be ſirred. This done, they withdzeto themſelves, 
conſulting wbich wap to be rid of him, Pot noble Lady, (ad- 
Philotheta) pour pꝛudence bath ſet us liberty frem this Tp⸗ 
rant, whom, if pou pleaſe, we will Itabe in this place, and not 
ſtain cur innccent hands with bis impure blood. But ( ſaid 
Praxentia) hob ſhall we eſcape irom bence? Caſilp, replped 
the: foꝛ leabing him faſt bound, tbere is none to purſice us. Then 
Praxentia went unto him, aud aid, Amphiador , e nnot as 
yet reſotbe how to work ſufficient revenge upan the; theteſoze

on that concerns noleſs then mp life, which J will impart unte 
Pou upon pꝛomiſe of ſeciefie. I were not woztby to libe, (reply - 
ed ſhe) if I revealed your counſel. Then did ſhe unfold her lobe 
to Montelion , and be w Palian croſt the fame. Philotheta's heart 
melted within ber to hear ber ſpeech, fearing to be diſappointed 
of bet intent, being troubled withextream angniſh that ſo great 
a P:inceſs ſpould be her Rival ; ſometimes thinking tbat be did 
not eſtem her accozding to big ſpech, but that he pꝛoffered bis 
lobe to her of common courtelle to tip her affection. Many other 
cogttations occurred in ber bzain; but ſeing that the expected a 
reply, ſhe made this anſwer; Poſt noble Pꝛinceſs, ifyoy will 
accept of my companp, I will in regard ot peut courteſie unde» 
ſerbedly ſþewed to me, venture myſelf with you, and do mp beſt 
to further pou in attaining pour deſtte. Praxentia was glad 

thereof; and with this reſolution in the mozning tbey left that

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How The Knight of ths Oracle,” Conſtantia, and thereſt, hearing 2 la- 
mentable cry, found Amphiador ſtarved to death. 


A Viphiador lay all that dap upon the bed faſt bound, pertwa⸗ 
ding himſelf they meant bim no evils but when it dꝛew 


tonight , be marvelled that thip came not again: then de be- 


gan to ſuſpect the truth, that they were departed ; which vex» 


ed him ſo much, that He would babe deſtroped himſelf if he 


could habe found means, continuing tbe length: of that dif- 
comfoztable night in curſing bis own Foztune and Folly that 
bad bzought bim to that miterp; thinking either to ſtarve 
there fa want of food, 02 ca pꝛeſerbe bis life by eating of his 
vw fel}, and (0 do die a lingring death, Four vena en, 
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Feztune bought things fo to pg, bat the Knight of the Gra- 
cle, Delatys, Conſtantia and Alſala, with many others in their 
company, babing loft their way, lighted on the place where Am- 
phiador lay , making fuch lamentat ion ſoꝛ want of food, that it 
pierced the ears of the Knight, Who firſt heating the ſame , ſet 
ſpurs to bis hozfe , andentred the houſe , the dooze whereof te 
found open, and dꝛawing bis Swoꝛd, be found the chamber frcm 
thence that pitious cry pꝛoceeded, faſt locked, which be bzake o⸗ 
pen, and found Amphiador in fuch a lamentable plight that the 
water ſtood in his eyes. Amphiador ſeing him, cryed out foz 
meat. What art thou (quoth he)? My name (ſaid be) is Am- 
phiador , wicked Amphiador , that ſoz my fins endures this pu- 
niſhment. The night of the Dzacle pzefentiy unbeund him, 
and went with him to ſeek foz bictuals, which be ſ8on ſound, By 
this time Delatus and tbe reſt were entred, and Amphiador eſy p- 
ing AlGala, ſell down dead. Farewel » (ſatd the Knight of the 
Oꝛacle) tadit thou died fooner , then ſhould not ſome have cauſe 
to cemplain of thy tyzanny-. They made ſhozt tarriance it that 
place, foz that it peilded little comfozt > but again trabelled to-

red them, and of the joy that was made for their ſafety: how

Te Emperour of Perſta and the King of Macedonia, (accez: 
ding to the Peace ratified between Perſicles and the Ring cf 
Armenia) met at the City of Piſos, and weile there received by 
Perficlesin ſuch honourable ſazt as it is not to be detexited. A bis 
City of Pifos boꝛdereth an the outtei moſt Confires of Afyzia, 
not above a ſurtong diſtant frem Armenia; on the edge whereof 
ond the City of Litat, rich and populous, Where ae — 
B | 1menia 
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Armenia then lap- Between theſe two Cities was fo large a 
bailey of Plains, that the fair pzofpect of both the Cities lay open 
to each others view. In the mjdſt of this ballep. were the Kopal 
Lenrs of Perſia and Pacedonia piſcht, andabout them a num⸗ 
ber of Tents of gallant Anights that came tobear them compa- 
ny; and both the Cities were toztiſied with Eariſons of Soul⸗ 
diers , to pꝛeevent injury that might be offered to either party. 
The King of Macedonia likewiſe bzoug ht with bim bis tbeee 
Sons, Mentus, Drurus, Thetus, his Muzn, and his air Daugh- 
ter Sabina, in whoſe company were the choiceſt Ladies of Pate⸗ 
donta, and ſuch Troops of valiant Knights, that all the Wallep 
was filled with their Tents and Pabilions. Perſicles truſting 
te the aſſurance Delatus bad given bim of Conſtantia's releeſe, 
cauſed all the beautiful Damſets in Aſſpꝛia to be b2cught befoze 
bim, electing out of them one hundzed , whom be cauſed to be 
cloathed all in white. Me alfo caufed a ately Pabilion to be 
erected in the view of all the reſt, of ſuch coſtly and curious work, 
that all that beheld it admired. the ſame :; ober the dooz ef the 
Pavilion were theſe Weiſes : |

Perſicles intent in doing this, was, that afl Strangers that 
bad no poſſeſſion of their own,ſhonld there fndentertainment in 
honour of Montelion , in whoſe memo:ial be had built the tame, 
as x temembꝛance sf bis lobe and favours bis intent being to 
dzaw all ffrangers thither, by whoſe repozthe hoped to bear ſome 
news of bis belovedfriend

come witbout examination : but in tte midſt of theſe Tents is a 
Pavilion in remembzance of the noble Knight Montelion, who

it ber (ſaid be) ? and J will reward thee. J will, replped the 
Aflpꝛian. When they came thit her, accoꝛding to his repoꝛt, che v 
were entertained, and lodged in ſuch tozt as they deſired ; and 
being late, ebery one departed to their place of reſt, omitting 
further conference until the next dap. 

Early the next mozning the Knight of the D2acle arming 
bimfelf, mounted bis Steed, and rode vp and down till Noon to 
behold the Tents and beautiful fituation of thoſe two Cities, and 
to fe the Tilts and Turnies that were -perfozmed by many 
Unights, returning again to conler with his Bother about dif- 
 robering themſelbes. 

Perſicles hearing that many Strangers were in Montelion's 
Pavilion, diſgurſed himſelf in the habit of one of his own men, 
onelp to biew them, and ſe if bis ſerbants uſed them ſo honoura- 
bly as be intended: and coming/tnto the room where Conſtan- 
tia, the Knigbt of the Oꝛacle, Delatus and Alſala wete, at tte firſt 
fight knew Delatusand Montelion, who was called Knight of the 
Oracle; and viewing well Conſtantia, he alſo knew ber. Then 
did he pzeſently believe that the Knight of the Dzacie had relea- 
ſed her. All theſe joys concurring) filled up bis ſenſes with ſuch 
delight, that he was ſozced to withdꝛaw himſelf from being dit⸗ 
cobered, which at that time he would not be. Altering his diſ- 
quiſe again, he went to the Emperoꝛ of Perffa's Tent ; and find⸗ 
ing him in a convenient place, be uttered-tbeſe ſpaches :

Then did 
the Emperoꝛ and Empzeſs , Deloratus and Pierra, all embzace 
them,{þedding tears of joytoz their happy me ting. The Nobles 
welcomed the Knight ofthe Dzacle and Conſtantia, and ſuch joy 
was made on every ſide as is not to be ex pꝛeſſed. Paiting from 
thence towards the City in Reyalty, they were welcomed by the 
Citizens and Merchants with great joy, whilſt the Emperoꝛ ut⸗ 
tered theſe ſpeeches:

Hearken tomy counſel ; J bave appointed to ceme to bim to moz- 
row, at which time J will deal ſo effectually with him, that be 
thall come and ſpeak with you; and wten be ſees your laments, 
there is no doubt but be will conſent. This ſomewbat ſatisfied 
her; pet ber mind was fo full of grief and be ration, that ber eyes 
could take no reſt , byreaſon of tbe earneſt deſire (be bad to hear 
the next news. Philotheta was not void of care, as (be had god 
cauſe, undertaking a matter againſt ber ſelf; pet to make afſured 
trpal of bis conſtancy, ſhe did it.

She 
taking him by the band, deſired bim to ſit down by ber upon the 
bed, making fignes ſoz Philotheta to Depart the room. 

To repeat what manner of behaviour this woman uſed, and che 
woꝛds ſhe ſpake, would make my modeſt ear bluſp: but ſe ing that 
nothing could pzevail, Kage and Luſt ſo overcatne her, that in 
bitter Gxclaims te crred out, Inhumane, Dilloyal, and Baſe 
Knight , doſt thourequite my love with thisdifdain ? oz think- 
eſt thou that J will live to bear the blot of thy refuſal? At the 
. concluffon of which wozds > Thetus entred the room, and with 
his Sword dzawn ran at bim; who by good feꝛztune ſeeing him, 
farted affde, otherwiſe he bad been ain, yet be was ſoze wound- 
ed; whereupon dꝛawing his ſword, he ſtruck at Thetus, at every 
blow wounding him.

CHAP. XXXVI.

Hilotheta ſteing how unfoztunately aH things feli out, witk⸗ 
dꝛew ber ſelf out of fight, and in bitter exclaims lamented 
ber hard foztune ; but moſt of all that ſbe was the cauſe of Mon- 
celion's coming thither, which bao near endangen ed his lice :

She ſtayed ſome 
days in a Uillage not far from the City of Piſos, in the houſe 
of an ancient Lady named Ralea, to whom ſhe related ber miſ- 
foztunes pꝛocured by Amptnador, but concealedher lobe to Mon- 
telion, ſearing to commit that to her ſecrefie, Ralea being a 
woman of great wiſdeme , ufed Philotheta be ty kindly; pꝛomi⸗ 
fing in words, and ber deeds ſhewing it, that if che would ſtay 
with ber, ſhe would as dearly tender ber as ber oton Daughter, 
bom the caufed to keen bercompany.

Ralea thereby 
noting ber beauty, commended the ſame; pꝛomiſing her, that if 
with patience ſpe would quiet ber ſelf ſome (ew days, ſhe would 
uſe all means poſſible fozto comfozt ber. 

Montelion having recovered his wounds, gathered together a 
mighty Pot, and brought them to the Citp at Piſos, where were 
aſſembled the choice fouldiers, Ncblemen, Knights s Gentlemen 
of Perſta , to fight in their Emperozs behalf , who intrenched 
themſelves without the City. The Kings of Pacedonia and Arme⸗ 
nia Itkewife had gathered toge ber ſo mighty an Army, as might 
have bern thought able tomake a conqueſt of the woꝛld, who pitt 
their Tents about the City in Armenia, wbere their Kings lap. 
Montehon's heart was fired wich defire to dzibe back thoſe foes, 
not ſtaying to give them leabe to make the firſt challenge + But 
humbling himfelfnpon his knee tefoze theEmperoz 6 bis ſather, 
uttered theſeſpeerbes : Moſt mighty Emperez,s my noble father, I 
habe already, J bope,fatisfied you of my innocencp, being trained 
thirberto my intended death, by Praxentia and her bzcthzen 3 but 
foz that my honour is bleniiſþed by that infamous accuſation, he 
common people reſt unſatisffed,, and mp wzongs unrebenged, 
I bumbly ccave pour licenſe that I map ſenddeffance to mp falſe 
accuſers,and by challenge acquit my ſelf; which J am conſtrains 
ed thus baſtfty to deſtre, ſoꝛ that my heart will abide extream toz-

ft; and arming himſeif being gallantlp mounted, rode into tbe 
Field to bim. 

Mortelion being deſtrous of revenge, and big beart inwardly 
tormented with glief, met Palian witha fur ious encounter, be 
anſwering bim with the like, bzeaking tbeir Lances with great 
comelineſs; then dzawing their ſtwozds, tbey began the combat, 
which was fon ended, ſoz within few blows Montelions Sword 
b:oke, ſo that he vas conſtrained to cloſe with Palian, wzinging 
bis Swoꝛd from him wich ſuch fozce,tbat the pomel thereof ſtruck 
bim ſo violent a blow on the bead, that be bꝛuiſed it, and over- 
thzew him, every one thinking he bad been dead: which done,

Whileſt Menſus was moun* 
ting bimtelt on a freſh Sted, Montelions Efquirebzougbt him 
tbe ſwozd which was given him by the Heſperian Rymphs, which 
when be graſped, be ſatd: Mad armed my ſelf with thee, my 
foes had teit ſome Tmart, and my ſelf leſs diſgrace, Wecting n 
again, with ſich fury that they mangled their Armour, and the ? 
blood guiped tazth in many places: but the Knight of the Oꝛa⸗ h 
clecharged bis adverſary ſo full, that in ſpoꝛt ſpace be got advans« 
tage, wounding Meuſus ſo foze, that bad he not been reſcued, be 
bad either died o2 been fozced to yield: ſe that Montelion retyr- 
ned with bictozp, to the great joy of the Aſſyzians, but eſpecially 
to the Emperoꝛ and big Fatber. 

Ralea that day left Her bouſe accopding to her pzomiſe to Phi- 
lotheta, to try whether Montelion did affect ber oꝛ no, coming to 
the Court at ſuch time as Montelion was newly arribed, and 
bad bis few wounds dzeſt, a Meſſenger gabe bim knowledge of 
ber coming.

Praxentia, and lain Thetus her Brother in her reſcue: and gur 
Loꝛds having nothing of moze woꝛth then a moſt beautitul and 
bertuous Lady, who exceeds all the Ladies that ever ere beheid, 
doth pzeſent her to you; whoſe counterfeit imperfectly dzatwn,we 
here pꝛeſent to pour Pigbneſs, deſiring pour aſſifance to the aid 
of bertue and ſuppzeſſion of wzong, which agrees with you: Ma⸗ 
gnanimitp. | 

Delfurno hearing theſe ſpeeches,and vie wing the picture well, 
foz a while ſteod mute; at laſt he made them this anſwe : J 
know not upon what ground I ſþould war againſt Aﬀy2ia- and 
Perfia, that never did me w2ong ;. yet J would willingly aſſiſt 
Pour Lozds, not dzawn thereto by this pꝛeſent, that Jeſteem 
not, but the love I bear them, and to puniſh ſuch diſponour as 
their Foe bath done; therefoze return pour Loꝛds this anſwer, 
T bat within thz& months A will be in Armenta, and being with 
me ſuch a power as ſhall banquiſp their enemies, and put them 
in peaceable poſſeſſion of their rights. Atter the Ambaſſadozs 
were honourably entertained and fumpruouſly feaſted, thep de- 
partes with this joyful news, which added both comtozt and re⸗ 
ſolution to the Armenian Yoſt, 

The Emperour' bring. alone, commanded the picture to be 
bꝛoug bt into big Chamber, wbich be biewed and reviewed, be» 
holding the ſame wich ſuch a ſurſeiting eye, that be began to affect 
the abſent Lady by beholding ber pzeſent picture ; and calling 
befoze him the ancienteſt Captains and Commanders that were 
imploped in bis Fatbers wars, be commanded them to muſter up 
an Army of fozty thouſand ſtrong, of the beſt Sculdiers in bis 
Empire, and with all ſped to conduct them into Armenia, net- 


ther ſtaying his coming, noꝛ expecting other command from him,

take in defence of bis Ladies beauty, bertue, and wozthineſs , 
whom be will maintain againſt all comers, to exceed all others, 
Lhe Weſſenger receibed this anſwer, Tell thy Maſter he is wel⸗ 
come, and ſball habe our free confent ta what be requires: 
but let him take this fifendly warning from me, that be bewars 
what beundertake, left the balour of theſe Knights turn him ta 
repentance, 

The Eſqufre babing this anfwer,returned to bis Mater, who 
pꝛeſently hung the picture upon the body of a fair ſpꝛeading Oze, 
himſelt ſtanding thereby as Guardian, and ready to combat bim 
that came net. | | 

The knights of Armenia and Macedonia bearing of this 
firange Knigbts bzabe challenge, pzepared to jufs with him: 
The firſt was a young Knight of Armenia, named Tellurus, 
who lobed Briſſa daughter to the Duke of Linfus, but at the ſe⸗ 
cond encounter was oberthzown : The next that juſſed was Ar- 
non of Macedonia, who maintained the courfes. againſt him 
with great agility, but at the fourth be was unbozſed. Divers: 
others juſſed againſt him, but be won the pꝛiſe from them all.

Montelion having effected this, pzeſentip went to the King of 
Macedon, telling bim that the Cmperozs impoztunity was ſuch, 
that it was bigh time to contep Plulocheta thence, wbem be 
(ound willing to yield thereto: Me bearing tbat, defired bis 
counſel, pzomiſing to reward bim well, telling bim, that if be 
would do it fe2 bim, both be and bis Ringdome ould be at bis 
command. Then, quctb Montelion, deliver me -your @ignet ſoz 
mp paſs, and appoint the time and place, and J will bzing ber 
thither. There is my Signet, ſaith he, and being berto Frrer

Montelion then with all ſped went ts the Empers: , telling 

bim that Philotheta did greatly affect him, and bad ſent bim to 
make an humble requeſt unto bim,which was, That (be migbt te 
conveyed in ſecreſſe from the Armenian Camp, toe that manp 
daugers did environ ber/in that place, and that ef ſuch impoz- 
tance as did concern his life, whereon ber ſafety depended, which

Delfurno bearing this, was much troubled in dis minde, yet

Montelion being glad of this, thought not to end ret, but pre» 
ſently went to the Queen of Bacedonia , telling ber the Kings 
plot, to convey Philotheta from thence, ſpewing her bis Signet, 
which when ſhe be held, exceding grief pogeſt her heart, to think 
of his dilloyalty.

Abe Bight of :the@zacle being gone from ber, went to the-Ar- 
menian Queen, teHing her the like, and indeed the truth ol her 
Loꝛd, both giving her his Signet, and directions how ſþe ſpould 
meet him, leaving ber ſo mad with rage and jealoufle, that ſpe 
was ready to tear her hair, pea, eben with bitter exclaims to re⸗ 
beal hepminde, but that ſpe referred it until ſþe might turpꝛize 
him with a guilty Conſcience at the Cell.

Gmperoz and bis Parents, be armed bimſelf in the Armoꝛ that 
was given him by we Nympbs, and mounting him elt, conducted 
ſix thouſand ſouldters into the City. Perſicles hearing of this, ſent 
foz bim to know the cauſe. This night (ad. he) we ſhall firpzize 
our enemies; who are now together by the ears amongſt thens 
ſelves. TUbereupon Perſicles armed bimſelf, Deloratus; Piſor, 
Cothanes, and many other Knights of great eſteem matching chi⸗ 
ther, where they beard ſuch cruel Alarms, that they thought the 
City bad been utter ly deſtroyed > being come thither, they beheld 
tbe Empe roꝛ in the field, to whom-Perliclesſent a Pergld,' certt# 
ſping that. be was never toe to the Almaigns, deſiringthereſoze 
to know if Delſurno came againſt him: but he returned anſwer 
that he was no oe to him.

Montelion being entred the City, ſet upon his enemſes with 
ſuch fury, that-many of chem lot che ir lives and ting che Rings 
of Armenia and Macedonia together in fingle combat, he ſtept 
between them, ſaying, Atride nat to deſtroy one another, bin de⸗ 
fend your ſelbes. | 1 110 iu den ue 
Thep knowing him, were ſo amazed, as if they had been in a 
ſudden Trance, running ſeveral ways to call back their Seul⸗ 
diers from deſtroxing one another, to defend themſeives; but be⸗ 
foze t hep could array themſelves in oꝛder, the Alſpzians were ſo 
intermingled amongſt them „that they were ſoon vanquiſbed. 
Palian ſeeing this, perceived: it was in vain taſtribe ſoz victdzy,. 
ſtole ſecretly ſoꝛth of the City to the Emperoz, entreating him 
not to leave them o; but Delfurno ſeeing that difadbantage dad 
ſeized them, refuſed, letting bim-return withoutcomfozt, rendg 
to peild to Montelions ſword, at whom he ran with wed fry hab 
be wounded bim on the thigh. Montelion feelingithar; druck fo 
tvzcible. a blow at Palian;that he aRoniſþed þimpandwvithal obet 
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took 157 Ring „dt the firſt blow cutting aſunder bis wꝛiſt which 
bad loſt his Gantlet , and at the next thzuſt bis ſwozd quite 
though his body. 

Palian habing recobared Himfelf, arid tooking about him, te- 
held bis Fatbers tragedy, aimed kis Swozd- peint at Monee!i- 
ons heart; which be perceibing, welcemed him with ſo cruel a 


bleu, that bis Armour flew in pitces; and Palian world hate 


done the like, ; bad not his Armour been ef tnbincible prength: 
hut in the end be fled from dim to ſa be bis liſe, finding bumterr 
to weak aud fee ble. 

Perſieles and Deloratus all this while ranged up and doton, de 
ſtroping all they met, until they met the Wing of Macedonia 
and his two ſons, accompanied with four other knights of the 
ſame Country, who bad made much 1 ughter amongtt their 
Sculdiers. 

Perlictes ran big Lante ſill courted at the King of Mecedon, 
and overth:ew bim; but bis eld sſt fon ſtepping ts his reſcue, did 
wound him on the thigh : then tegan an unequal fight, theſe fr 


ſet upon Perſicles and Deloratus, - whe continued cembat with 


them tbe ſpace ot an haut, tilt both des were griedovufſy wounds 


ed; etpecially them two, who trere read to faint with effuffen 


of blood. 

Montelion fe ing his ſatber and Deloratus in fuch a was 
To eniaged, that he ran at ane ot them with uch lezce, that be 
few him, and the next be bereſt of ſfenſs, and charging anorber 
with tuch puiſſarit blows, tbat be ſozced bim to bid vale to tte 
Field : anocher fing that, entountered him; but at che firſt charge 
received ſo tatal a blow, that be was not able to reffft him. Per- 
ſicles beiug ſoze: wounded, pet de haded himte lf ſo valtantlp, that 
one ot chem lap dead at bis ſtet, andthe roſt fled frem Monte lion. 
Aben began deſdlation in the Mos, the Armenfans rrytng our, 
Fle, fie 3 and their enemtes, Kill, ill: that on a ſudden the 
Battle was ſo bot, that the City-*thannels ran with blood, and 
none could. paſs fz dead bodies. ' Then began the Citizens to 
run on beaps; and the ttoo Qutens with Praxentia betook them; 
ſelves to fight, dir were all taken by Piſor. 

Palian wastaken P7ifoner by Deloratus, and the King of Mg» 
redou and his two tons by Perficles andMoneelion, -The ow 
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diers that were fled out of the City, and bid themſelves in the , 


fields, and ſo many Citizens as could eſcape the ſwoꝛd, entreq- 
ted Perſicles on their knees to ſabe their lives: who reilded up ⸗ 


on this candition, that they ſhould pay to every common fouldier + 
a hundzed Crowns , and to eberp Leader fibe hundzed 3 which 


they pe rfoꝛmed. | 

Perſicles then ſounded a Retreat, and dꝛew his Foꝛces out of 
tbe Cttp, appointing Gatiſens foz them. Delfurno at his return 
met him, and ſo they rode together to the City of Piſos, where 
thep were received with great honour and jop; eſpecially the 
Anigbt of the Oꝛacle, to whom all men attributed the glozy of 
that bictozy- 

After the dead bodies were duried, and maimed ſouldiers ſent 
to Þoſpitals to be cured, and every one well gratified, within 
two days the Emperoꝛs of Almaign and Perffa , Pericles, De- 
loratus, Montelion, and all the Nobles there, except Pꝛiſoners, 
aſſembled to finiſh the concluffon of this Controberſie, to that 
the King of Macedonia baſtsd bis 181eaſement.. Being all ſet: 
in a moſt Royal and Pajeſtical ſozt, the places near to the Kop 
al Aſſembly being gloziouſly furniſped with the Beauties of fþf- 

ning Ladies, the Pziſoners were bzougbr befoze-them in honey» 
rable ſozt; and after many allegations of wꝛongs, they deſired 
Montelion te appoint their Kanfomes :- whereupon with great 
wiſdome and decent dehabiour he peilded them thanks, as was 
feldome ſeen in any Knight ſo young firſt, with great courtefie” 
embzacing the King of Macedon, reconciling bim to big. Queen, 
and the reſt who had taken offence by bim ,- ſetting all free but 
Palian and Praxentia ; impoſing this task upon them, Palian to 
marry Praxentia, and ſþe to quit him of the wꝛongful accuſation 
— laid upon him; which (þe pzeſently did, but refuſed to marry 
lan. | 

The two Emperoꝛs and Perſicles deſlring then to doͤnour the 

Anight of the Oꝛacle, ſteod up, requeſting him to require any thing 


_ of them be defired ; fo2 abobe all men they eſteemed him, as he 


bad beſt deſer bed. Montelion deſtring nothing moze then Philo- 
theta's lobe, ſtept to the ſeat where ſhe ſate like a Goddeſs outs 
ſbining all the reſt ; and taking ber by the hand, be ſaid, 
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Fair Lady , will you gondeſcend'to what & demand, and Y_ __,
